by their families. 


Fu rthermore, t h e r u l e de­ 
mands debts and other econom­ 
ic interests which cou ld create 
a seriou s conflict of interest be 
disclosed. 


finally , the delegates 
hav e 
agreed to su bmit a newly draft­ 
ed consitu tion article by article, 
rather than as a single p ackage. 


The p iecemeal p rocedu re Is 
generally thou ght to imp rov e 
the p ossibility of p assing the 
citizen’s v oting accep tance for 
a new constitu tion, since it 
p ermits accep tance of some 
rewritten or amended 
consti­ 
tu tional articles while reject­ 
ing others. 


'Phe whole p ackage p rocedu re 
offers v oters only the op p ortu ni­ 
ty to accep t the new docu ment, 
as a wrhole, or reject it com ­ 
p letely .

The auto mo bile industry is urging 
the petro leum industry to get the lead 
o ut ~ literally — to help clean up the 
natio n's air. The lead is tetraethy l lead, 
which has been used in gaso line since its 
antikno ck qualities were disco vered by 
chemist Tho mas Midglev Jr. in 1921. 
The petro leum peo ple say they will 
be happy to supply unleaded gaso line 
any time Detro it mass-pro duces engines 
that can use it. The auto makers say they 
will start building the engines as so o n as 
the o il men give them the specificatio ns 
o f the fuel. 
No w a third interested party h a s 
go tten into the act. 
.1. L. Kimberley , executive vic< pres­ 
ident o f the Lead Industries Asso ciatio n, 
claims that, no studies have sho wn any 
health hazard to the public fro m the lead 
in gaso line. No t o nly that, we do n't 
kno w what health hazards might result 
fro m widespread use o f unleaded gaso ­ 
line. he say s. 
He cites a reeent U.S. Department 
o f Interio r research repo rt which fo und 
that Po llutio n effects increased by as 
much as 25 per cent when gaso line was 
changed fro m leaded to unleaded, even 
tho ugh to tal emissio ns were abo ut the 
same. 
Better, he say s, to co ncentrate o n 
}>erfeeting emissio n-co ntro l devices that 
tain. 


will reduce auto pxhaust po llutio n par­ 
ticles o f all kinds, including lead. 
Ho wever, the reaso n the auto mak­ 


e rs wo uld like to see lead go is because 
it has a co rro sive effect o n new antipo l- 
lutio n devices, such as cataly tic muf­ 
flers. 
Tetraethy l lead, o r its chemical co m­ 
panio n tetramethy l lead, are added to 
abo ut 97 o ut o f every 100 gallo ns o f gas­ 
o line pro duced. It takes o nly abo ut o ne 
teaspo o n per gallo n to increase a gaso ­ 
line's o ctane number (ability to pro duce 
po wer) to an o ptimum level. 
Witho ut the use o f antikno cks, at 
least 11 gallo ns o f gaso line wo uld be re­ 
quired to do the wo rk o f 10 gallo ns o f 
unleaded fuel. This translates into a sav­ 
ing o f almo st 200 millio n barrels o f cruda 
o il a y ear in the United States alo ne. 
It is estimated that the mo re co m­ 
plex refining pro cesses needed to pro ­ 
duce an efficient, high-o ctane lead-free 
gas wo uld raise the price o f gaso line 
several cents a gallo n. Also , mo difica­ 
tio n o f o lder cars to use the new fuel 
wo uld be co stly to the individual car 
o wner. 
Nevertheless, the lead-must-go band­ 
wago n is gathering mo mentum, but 
whether it will take us all to a happy 
destinatio n is so mething less than eer* 
Ta x Sho ck Ta ctics 


Ohio educato rs have been accused 
o f ado pting “sho ck 
tactics” 
to fo rce 
vo ters to appro ve mo re scho o l taxes. 
In its simplest fo rm, the tactic in­ 
vo lves fo rcing a lo cal scho o l bo ard to 
grant 
immediate teacher pay raises 
which the sy stem canno t affo rd. The 
tax pay ers sre then warned that the 
scho o ls are in desperate financial tro u­ 
ble If this fails to mo ve them to vo te 
fo r higher scho o l taxes, the scho o ls ac­ 
tually go bro ke and clo se do wn. No pic­ 
ket lines are needed. 
This happened in Yo ungsto wn, Ohio , 
where in 1968 the scho o l sy stem clo sed 
its do o rs to 28,000 students when it ran 
o ut o f mo ney . After having defeated a 
tax levy six co nsecutive times, vo ters 
finally appro ved it. 
The charge is true, say s William E. 
Henry , directo r o f Info rmatio n Services 
o f the Ohio Educatio n Asso ciatio n. 
“Sho ck tactic . . . co ercio n . . . call 
it what y o u may , the simple truth is that 
clo sed scho o ls bring tremendo us pres­ 
sure o n tax pay ers o f the co mmunity to 
vo te mo re mo ney fo r scho o l o peratio n.” 


he wntes in To day ’s Educatio n, o fficial 
jo urnal o f the Natio nal Educatio n As­ 
so ciatio n. 
He denies, ho wever, that it is a plo t 
by teachers to bankrupt the scho o l dis­ 
tricts. Rather it is because they are co n­ 
cerned abo ut quality educatio n. 
Teachers are. weary o f “subsidizing” 
the scho o ls hv fo rego ing salary increas­ 
es and by accepting larger classes and 
making do with o utmo ded teaching ma­ 
terials and o ut-o f-date textbo o ks. 
“Rather than mislead the public 
that teaching and learning can co ntinue 
under such circumstances,” say s Henry , 
“to day ’s teacher, backed by his pro fes­ 
sio nal asso ciatio ns, has taken a stand. 
He has said, in effect, that he will no t 
o perate an inadequate pro gram.” 
It is indeed a pity that reaso ned 
presentatio ns o f a scho o l's needs and dis­ 
passio nate pleas fo r funds so o ften fail 
to impress the tax pay ers. 
But while 
“sho ck tactics” have their uses, they 
also have their limitatio ns The public 
has a famo us capacity fo r getting numb 
to sho ck. 
United They Sta nd 


Euro pean teen-agers are decidedly 
less natio nalistic than their parents, if 
o ne survey do th a co nsensus make. 
Ro nald Inglehart, pro fesso r o f po li­ 
tical science at the University o f Michi­ 
gan, interviewed a representative sairq 
ling o f 2.000 German. French and Brit 
ish y o uths between 15 and 20 y ears o ld. 
and their parents. 
One questio n he asked was: “If n 
United States o f Euro pe were created 
no w. sho uld y o ur co untry jo in?” 
Amo ng Germany teen-agers. 92 per 
cent were favo rable, co mpared with 71 
per cent o f their parents. Fo r French 
teen-agers and their parents the figures 
were S3 per cent and 65 per cent. Fo r 
British. 7 6 per cent and 31 per cent. 
Ho wever, in all three co untries, bo th 
gro ups reacted less favo rably to the kev 


questio n: “Sho uld the go vernment o f a 
united Euro pe have the right to decide 
majo r issues if its decisio ns o verruled 
y o ur co untry ’s?” 
While 50 per cent o f Germany teen- 
>- 
agers said “y es.” o nly 37 per cent 
o f 
their parents did. French teen-agers and 
their parents were clo ser to gether with 
figures o f 18 and 46 per cent respective­ 
ly in favo r. In Britain, the “y es” figures 
were 46 per cent and 21 per cent. 
Nevertheless, the enco uraging thing 
is that so many Euro peans o f all ages 
believe in dismantling o ld natio nalistic 
divisio ns, at least in theo ry , even if they 
balk at the sacrifice o f so vereignty that 
wo uld have to be made were a United 
States o f Euro pe ever to be ro alized.
